which reached them by cable frofn 
America, and they left at 9 o’clock to- 
night from the Charing Cross station 


for Paris. 


Between the time of receiving the 
cable news and their departure for 
Paris Mr. and Mrs. Beach put in an 
anxious time,’ evidently not knowing 
what might happen. It was about 4 


o’clock when Mr. Beach appeared in 
the vestibule of Claridge’s, 


evidently 
much distraught. He inquired when 
the next boat sailed for America, and 
when told it: was.the Titanic to-mor- 


row, he replied: 


“ That's good. 
her.” 

Then he took a taxicah to Dorchester 
House-and had an interview with Am- 
bassador Reid. On returning to the 
hotel he said he would not go to Amer- 
ica, but intended leaving for Paris on 
the 9 o'clock train. 

At this point Tum New Yore. Timzs 
correspondent approached Mfr. Beach, 
telling him that a warrant had been is- 
sued at Aiken, S.°C., for his arrest on 
the charge of murderous assault. » Mr.

As a result tickets were ob- 
tained by them for railway and boat 
accommodation to Paris, where they 
will stay with Mr. Vanderbilt. 

Dinher was served to them in their 
rooms. Meanwhile their baggage, con- 
sisting of four trunks, was sent to 
Charing Cross. At 8:30 o'dlock they 
left the hotel, arriving a few minutes 
later at the station, where Tun New 
Yoru Timea correspondent made an- 
other attempt to obtain some state- 
ment. 

Mrs. Beach was evidently much dis- 
tressed. She is a tall woman, with 
dark complexion ‘and large brown eyes,

Parts of the cement work on the new 
Lackawanna. and Hudson & Manhattan 
Rajlroad. tunnels and the walls of the 
open cut .of the Erie Railroad through 
Bergen Hill are slowly dropping away, it 
was admitted yesterday, because of. the 
disintegration of the concrete brought 
about by -the action of some chemical in 
the rock of Bergen Hill, the exact nature 
of which has not been determined. 
‘While the engineers of the railroads 
concerned admitted that the concrete 
work had been affected, they said that 
no danger -to trains was involved. The 
discovery of the effect of the chemical, 
they sald, had been made in ample time, 
eo that the trouble could be corrected 
without danger to the public and with 
but little cost to the railroad compa- 
nies. -Kach of the railroad companies 
has employed chemists to make a study 
of the very unusual conditions. The As- 
sociation of Cement Manufacturers is 
also making an investigation, and it is 
expected that an explanation of the dis- 
integration will be obtained in a few 
months. 

First Effeets of the Chemical. 

The Lackawanna. tunel, where - the 
disintegration of the. reinforced concrete 
was first noticed, was built in 1907. It 
is the oldest of the modern tunicls un- 
der the lower end of the Palisades, The 
tunnel extends from Twentieth Street 
and Monmotth Street, Jersey City, °to 
west of the Hudson County - Boulevard, 
@ distance of three-quarters of a iile. 
The .concrete in this tunnel is some two 
feet thick, The effects of the chemical 
were fifst noticed on the syrface in. small 
cracks and swells. 
»The--new.-Hrie. cut through the Pali- 
sades‘runs close to the Lackawanna tun- 
nel, starting at Twelfth and Division 
Streets, Jersey City, and: running for 
three-quarters of a mile to. alinost the 
same spot where the Lackawanna tunnel 
terminates.

War 
is.a tetrible evil, but, attacked as we 
Were, we would be despicable cowards 
unworthy of the Osmanli name if we 
did not defend ourselves. 

"Turkey has been much touched by 
the disinterested. sympathy of the rep- 
Yesentatives\ of\‘certain. great powers 
which proffered friendly counsel with 
a’view to-ending the wer.

Each Man in Great Gathering of 
Ulstermen Repeats Pledge 
Not to Submit to It. 


(PROCESSION 4 MILES LONG 
Turkey ever waged an aggressive war | - 


Speech by. Bonar Law-—Poem by 
Kipling and London Times Editorial 
on the Battle Now Beginning.

LONDON, Wednesday, April 10.—The 
great demonstration in Belfast yester- 
day to mark the unswerving loyalty of 
Ulster to the Union passed without dis- 
turbance. 

To the sound of drums, fifes, and bag- 
pipes men. had. poured into Belfast from 
all parts of Ulster. It is impossible to 
give exact. figures regarding so huge & 
gathering, but it must have numbered 
at least 150,000. The procession to the 
meeting place took three hours to pass 
through the middle of the city. It 
marched in military order. Many thou- 
sands of others lined the principal 
streets’ on the route to the Royal Ul- 
ster Agricultural Society’s show 
ground, where the great meeting was 
addressed by, among others, Mr. Bonar 
Law, the Unionist leader in the House 
of Commons. 

The body of marchers which attract- 
ed the most attention was that repre- 
senting the North Division, composed 
almost exclusively of men working in 
the famous shipyard of Harland & 
Wolff. They formed a solid phalanx 
several thousané..strong. All wore 
“ billycock”” hats, as distinct from the 
ordinary cap headgear, and paraded al- 
most with the precision of a battalion 
of infantry. The Orangemen were con- 
spicuous by their great yellow regalia, 
and the effect of the different colors 
was striking and picturesque. 

Not less remarkable than the proces- 
sion itself, which marched four abreast 
and was about four miles long, was the 
appearance of the roads through which 
the men tramped. Flags and banners 
were hung from thousands of dwellings, 
ang inscriptions were displayed bearing 
various protests against home rule. 

The most dramatic moment of the 
day was when Mr. Bonar Law and Sir 
Edward Carson appeared on the plat- 
form together.

THE FIRST CROP REPORT... 

The severity of the Winter. suffi- 
ciently explains a decline double. that 
which is usual in the condition of Win- 
jter wheat. But the cause which ex- 
plains the decline is the basis of rea- 
sonable hope that the setback may. be 
recovered. A wet Spring makes a fat 
harvest proverbially, 
now raging ate proof almost: in. excess 
of the wetness of the season. The 
floods affect a mere ‘ribbon of land 
through the valleys, while the snows 
now disappearing fertilize the breadths 
on which the crop must be reaped. 
There are improving seasons as well as 
deteriorating seasons. There is no rea- 
son at this early. stage to take for 
granted that this ie going to be a de- 
teriorating season, while the severity 
of the Winter gives a low basis of. com- 
parison for future months. 

It is open to anybody who wishes to 
hope that the-present indications will 
be bettered as the season develops, and 
it is premature to deduct now the 33,- 
000,000 bushels which Wall Street 
farmers marked off the crop yesterday. 
This’ is the season when crops are 
killed, and:the ciphering of the harvest 
season -sometimes puts those “bushels 
back again as easily as now they are 
marked off. 


RECANTATIONS. _ 

It was in. March, 1910, that President 
Tart-invited. the Government of Can- 
ada to send representatives to .a_con- 
ference for the purpose of negotiating 
@ treaty of reciprocity. Col. Rooseve.tT 
thought so -well of the policy of reci- 
procity—and of the. Administration— 
that in September of that year in his 
Sioux Falls speech, referring to the 
maximum and minimum provisions of 
the tariff law, he spoke of 
the excellent work. done by the Admin- 
istration in negotiating with foreign 
powers for its application, especially the 
negotiations with the Dominion of Cana- 
da; which were the most difficult of all 
and yet, in my eyes, the most important, 
because I esteem it of vital consequence 
that we should always be on relations 
of the highest friendship and good will 
with the great and ‘growing nation on 
the nerth. 

Col.’ Rooskvett has changed his mind 
not only about the Administration, but 
about réciprocity.. At Decatur, Ill, .in 
an’ outdoor address on Monday, he 
spoke upon that subject as follows: 

I see that Mr McKinipr's people 
have been sending among the farm- 
érs- statements about reciprocity. My 
desire was to support the Administration 
on every point where I possibly could, 
and at first I supposed that: the reci- 

\procity. agreement was. one upon which 

could support.it and was.glad to do 
so. I have looked into it carefully, and 
under no circumstances, as far as I 
have any power, -will-I ever. sanction 
the reintroduction of. such an agreement. 

Reciprocity is not an issue in the 
campaign for the nomination;. we do 
not see how it can be much of an issue 
inthe campaign’ for the election. Can- 
ada rejected ‘the agreement, and jit is 
not now before the American ‘people. 
Why aia Mr. Rogeeve.t talk about 
reciprocity? . And, perticulariy, why 
Goes he now. express opinions atrectly 
opposite to those: he held two years 
ago?

NEW JERSEY’S GRADE CROSSINGS. 

All, grade crossings of railways ore 
dangerous. “All should’ be eliminated. 
No more such crossings should be built. 
This State provides for their removal 
as: speedily as practicabie, and forbids 
their- further. building. But the rail- 
road companies are required to pay but 
one-half the expense of removal, the 
State and municipality affected shbring 
equally the remhaining cost. The branch 
roads, on which the most dangerous 
crogsings lie,-are badly financed: To 
make them pay the full cost of removal 
would bankrupt ‘them. ~ Besides, the 
State gave them their franchises. with 
the full-understanding that crossings at 
grade would be laid, and their capital 
was invested in that way. The history 
of New Jersey's grade crossings is the 
same, yet its Legislature. has passed 
the Pierce. bill compelling the railway 
companies of that. State. to. abolish 
grade crossings wholly at their own ex- 
pense. Ae 

‘Gov. Wris0n, it is expected, will veto 
the Pierce bill: .It compels the removal 
each year of one grade crossing. for 


companies must not only bear the 
whole burden, but pay damages’ sus- 
tained through such changes. The ag- 
gregate cost. for removing all) grade 
crossings would be $250,000,000. It 
would ruin several: roads, would put a 
mortgage upon them all, and would re- 
sult in increasing the traffic rates. Gov. 
HucGues,. vetoed’ New York's two-cent 
fare law on the ground that the Public 
Service. Conimission had been created 
expressly“ to adjust rates and fares 
equitably for: the railways and the pub- 
lic. New Jersey’s Public Utilities Com- 
mission, created_by the passage of Gov. 
‘Wirson’s bill last year, declared in its 
annual report: 

If * © *.the law provides that «a 
part of the cost, which may be small.in 
proportion to’ that paid by the railroa 
shall be borne directly by the muni¢i- 
pality sharing the benefit, lécal move- 
‘ments-for the abolition of grade cross- 
-ings would*be accompanied. by :a’ sense 
of djrect financial responsibility, which 
would ‘tend to concentrate public at- 
tehtion on efforts for the elimination of 


crossings where the danger and annoy- 
‘ance are greatest.

Your editorial article respécting Socialism is 
important both because of its warning to So-| 
Clalists and of its revelation to. them of the 
non-Socialists and anti-Socialist . Boctal- 
ism is a religion. Incidentally, it enters poli- 
tics and also seeks to destroy the existing eco- 
nomic system and to establish a new system. 
The political and economic purposes are biune; 
thelr apex is to create a new social ‘order. 
But this n¢w social order is itself only @ mearis 
to the aS will of Socialis®, which is re- 
ligion. Your editorial article asserts that So- 
Cialism is anti-national and atheistical. “All re- 
ligions are cosmopolitan, and in that sense 
anti-national. Christianity is bigger than 
Americanism. There may be some color for 
calling Socialism. “‘infidel,’’ but there is. none 
for calling it ‘‘atheistical,’’ 

Socialism is indeed a terrible thing; as terri- 
bie as Islam with as positive a view and as 
direct an intent. Democracy and republicanism 
are mild indeed beside it. It has no meekness 
and no duplicity. Socialism aims to destroy 
most of the modern forms of property and most 
of the modern modes of business. 

You render a public service when you warn 
college authorities to cease ‘to trifle with So- 
cialist teachings and ‘‘locals.”’ Like every- 
thing else, such a warning offsets. in that it 
advertises the object attacked. All publicists, 
however, should make thelr.attack upon So- 
clalism at its centre, ‘its religiousness. The 
Socialist party has the perfect organization of 
a church; it is ecelesiastical in its polity. 
Socialism does, not propose to. divide up, 
though most persons suppose. that it does. It 
means to combine. When it says that all of 
the product must go to the workers, it means 
to the workers in the plural and collectively. 
Only the financia] accountants of the existiig 
social system believe that one-may accurately 
compensate ene man with $4.50 a day and an- 
other with $4.75. Socialism would. make most 
things free; for example, railroad travel and 
food,-news and medicine. 

This is not meant at all in defense of Social- 
ism or. in assertion that Socialists know what 
they want definitely. Apologies for Socialism 
aré as impotent‘as are apologies for any other 
religion. All religions are faiths. Nor do 8o- 
clalists know what they. want.
